14'/2  years 
after  its  opening, 
the  Solomon 
Schechter  School 
of  Manhattan 
moved  out  of  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  and  into  a  beautiful 
new  facility  on  the  comer  of  Columbus 
Avenue  and  100th  Street.  Our  synagogue 
can  take  pride  in  having  played  a  critical 
role  in  the  seeding,  development  and 
blossoming  of  this  exciting  project,  the 
only  day  school  of  the  Conservative 
Movement  based  in  Manhattan.  When  I 
toured  the  beautiful  new  facility,  I  was 
struck  by  the  warm  light  beaming  through 
the  windows  and  in  the  faces  of  each 
of  the  125  (and  growing)  students  and 
teachers.  While  the  school  is  no  longer 
physically  in  our  synagogue,  I  know  that 
this  moment  marks  the  beginning  of  a 
new  stage  in  the  relationship  between  our 
community  and  SSSM. 

Park  Avenue  Synagogue  plays 
a  critical  role  in  the  Conservative 
Movement.  As  proud  as  we  may  be  of  the 
dynamic  community  we  have  created  at 
87th  &  Madison,  we  also  know  that  as  the 
flagship  synagogue  of  the  Movement,  we 
eagerly  look  to  support  the  institutions 
from  which  we  draw  sustenance.  From 
the  local  Jewish  day  school,  to  the 


Masorti  (Conservative)  movement  in 
Israel  and  worldwide,  to  our  umbrella 
organization  -  the  United  Synagogue, 
the  lay  and  professional  leadership  of  our 
congregation  actively  shape  much  larger 
conversations  in  global  Jewry.  At  this 
moment,  when  the  Jewish  community  is  in 
desperate  need  of  a  “vital  Jewish  center,” 
we  must  continue  to  act  both  locally  and 
globally  for  the  values  we  treasure. 

Among  all  the  Conservative 
institutions  with  which  we  have 
relationships,  first  among  equals  is  the 
Jewish  Theological  Seminary,  the  training 
ground  for  so  many  of  our  clergy  and 
educators.  The  work  of  JTS  reaches 
across  the  country  and  around  the  globe. 
Whether  it  is  our  B’nei  Mitzvah  students 
visiting  the  famed  JTS  Rare  Book  Room, 
the  Rabbinic  and  Cantorial  interns  on 
our  staff,  home  study  sessions  with  JTS 
faculty  or  Rabbi  Zuckerman  envisioning 
models  of  partnership  between  the 
Davidson  School  of  Education  and  our 
own  Congregational  School,  I  can  look 
to  JTS  knowing  it  has  had  and  continues 
to  have  a  profound  impact  on  our 
congregation.  Most  importantly,  I  believe 
that  Chancellor  Eisen’s  inspired  vision  for 
the  Seminary’s  future  bodes  very  well  for 
both  the  Movement  and  worldwide  Jewry. 

This  spring,  our  community  will  have 
two  opportunities  to  say  todah  to  JTS 
and  encourage  it  forward  in  its  sacred 


work.  First,  on  Shabbat  morning  April 
16,  we  will  have  the  honor  of  welcoming 
Chancellor  Eisen  to  our  pulpit.  (See 
p.  11.)  Not  only  do  we  look  forward  to 
hearing  his  words  of  Torah,  but  we  will 
also  add  a  new  dimension  to  our  annual 
“Seminary  Shabbat.”  Following  services, 
students  and  graduates  of  the  Seminary 
will  lead  short  discussion  sessions  based 
on  the  Chancellor’s  remarks. 

Second,  on  Thursday,  May  5,  we 
will  gather  at  the  Seminary  itself  for  our 
annual  Garden  Party.  (See  p.  11.)  The 
evening,  which  will  include  other  Upper 
East  Side  congregations,  will  give  us  a 
chance  to  walk  the  halls  of  JTS,  learn 
from  its  leadership  and  express  our 
gratitude  for  everything  it  does  throughout 
the  year.  I  hope  that  each  and  every 
member  of  our  community  will  accept  the 
invitation  that  will  arrive  shortly  in  the 
mail.  A  special  thank  you  to  the  leadership 
of  the  PAS  Friends  of  JTS  Committee: 
Joan  Schreiber,  Erica  Goldberg  Schultz 
and  Wendy  Saex  Slavin  for  everything 
you  do  to  make  this  relationship  the 
source  of  pride  that  it  is. 

Through  our  collective  efforts,  we  can 
work  towards  building  a  Movement  that 
reflects  our  highest  ideals  and  aspirations.

FROM  RABBI  STEVEN  I.  REIN 


America  and  the  Exodus:  Seder  Potpourri 


Every  year  we  plan  to 

SPICE  UP  OUR  SEDERS  with 
new  ideas,  factoids,  songs,  and 
commentaries.  To  give  you  a  head  start, 
especially  for  those  who  love  history,  here 
are  some  interesting  connections  between 
the  Passover  story  and  American  history. 
Enjoy! 

FOLLOWING  THE  REPEAL  OF  THE  STAMP  ACT  IN  1766,  Pastor 
Charles  Chauncey  of  the  First  Church  of  Boston  preached:  “Nor 
were  the  Jews  more  pleased  with  the  royal  provision  in  their  day, 
which,  under  God,  delivered  them  from  their  bondage  in  Egypt, 
than  were  the  colonists  with  the  repeal  of  that  act  which  had  so 
greatly  alarmed  their  fears  and  troubled  their  hearts.” 

ON  JULY  4,  1776,  AFTER  DECLARING  INDEPENDENCE,  the  Con¬ 
tinental  Congress  sought  to  create  a  national  emblem,  the  Great 
Seal  of  the  United  States.  Leading  the  committee  were  Benjamin 
Franklin,  John  Adams,  and  Thomas  Jefferson.  For  the  reverse 
of  the  seal  they  all  agreed  on  a  scene  from  the  Exodus!  Their 
proposal  is  preserved  in  a  note  from  Benjamin  Franklin:  “Moses 
standing  on  the  Shore,  and  extending  his  Hand  over  the  Sea, 
thereby  causing  the  same  to  overwhelm  Pharaoh  who  is  sitting  in 
an  open  Chariot,  a  Crown  on  his  Head  and  a  Sword  in  his  Hand. 
Rays  from  a  Pillar  of  Fire  in  the  Clouds  reaching  to  Moses,  to 
express  that  he  acts  by  Command  of  the  Deity.  Motto  -  Rebellion 
to  Tyrants  is  Obedience  to  God.”  While  Congress  ultimately  went 
with  the  image  of  a  pyramid  (now  seen  on  the  reverse  of  a  one- 
dollar  bill),  Franklin’s  motto  influenced  the  Latin  motto  on  the 
seal,  Annuit  Coeptis,  Providence  favors  our  undertakings. 


WHEN  THE  LAST  TROOPS  LEFT  THE  SOUTH  IN  1  877,  a  former  slave 
named  Benjamin  Singleton  urged  African  Americans  to  form 
their  own  communities  in  the  West.  Those  who  followed  his 
advice  called  themselves  “Exodusters,”  because  they  believed  the 
West  was  their  promised  land.  Word  had  spread  that  the  Federal 
Government  had  set  aside  all  of  Kansas  for  former  slaves.  While 
this  rumor  was  not  true,  it  sparked  an  Exodus  that  brought  nearly 
15,000  African  Americans  to  Kansas  within  a  year. 

IN  1964,  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King  Jr.  became  the  youngest  person 
ever  to  receive  the  Nobel  Peace  Prize  for  his  work  to  end  racial 
segregation  and  discrimination.  Upon  receiving  the  award.  King 
proclaimed:  “Oppressed  people  cannot  remain  oppressed  forever. 
The  yearning  for  freedom  eventually  manifests  itself.  The  Bible 
tells  the  thrilling  story  of  how  Moses  stood  in  Pharaoh's  court 
centuries  ago  and  cried,  "Let  my  people  go."  This  is  a  kind  of 
opening  chapter  in  a  continuing  story.  The  present  struggle  in  the 
United  States  is  a  later  chapter  in  the  same  unfolding  story.” 

Long  after  the  Israelites  left  behind  the  garrison  cities  of  Pithom 
and  Rameses,  the  motif  of  the  Exodus  from  Egypt  continued 
to  reverberate  in  the  hearts  of  nations  and  individuals  faced  with 
tyranny.  This  sound  is  especially  true  in  the  history  of  the  United 
States.  As  Dr.  King  indicated,  the  story  of  the  Exodus  is  an 
ongoing  story.  Who  are  the  Pharaohs  of  today?  What  will  it  take 
to  free  the  slaves  of  tyranny  in  the  2 1 st  century? 

May  your  seders  be  enriched  with  new  ideas  and  lively 
conversation.  Jodi,  Ari,  and  I  wish  you  and  your  family  a  Hag 
Kasher  v  ’Sameah !

Transmitting  Memory: 

Yom  HaShoah  Commemoration

IN  THE  SPRING  OF  1998,  six  months  after  my  mother’s  death,  I  took  our 
daughter  Jodi,  then  a  college  sophomore,  to  Auschwitz  for  the  first  time.  She  and 
my  mother  had  been  very  close  and  had  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  together  as 
Jodi  was  growing  up.  It  was  a  grey  day,  with  a  constant  drizzle.  I  showed  Jodi 
Block  1 1  at  Auschwitz  ,  the  death  block  where  my  father  was  tortured  for  months, 
and  then  we  went  to  Birkenau.  We  walked  in  silence  past  the  decaying  wooden 
barracks.  After  1 5  or  20  minutes,  Jodi  turned  to  me  and  said,  “You  know,  it  looks 
exactly  the  way  Dassah  [which  is  what  she  called  my  mother,  Hadassah] 
described  it.”  I  realized  that  a  transfer  of  memory  had  taken  place.  My 
daughter,  bom  33  years  after  the  Holocaust,  had  recognized  Birkenau 
through  my  mother’s  eyes,  through  my  mother’s  memories  which  Jodi  had 
absorbed  into  her  consciousness. 


The  following  year,  in  June  of  1999,  17-year  old  Azi  Schwartz  stood 
outside  Block  24  at  Birkenau  and  opened  a  letter  from  his  grandmother 
who  had  been  deported  there  from  the  Slovak  town  of  Dunaszerdahely 
in  July  of  1944.  “Did  you  see  my  beautiful  black  braids?”  she  wrote. 

“My  dad’s  tefillin?  Did  you  see  my  mom’s  wig?  Did  you  see  their  shoes? 
We  arrived  to  Auschwitz  on  the  last  transport.  My  wounds  will  never 
heal.  Now  you  know  why  I  often  cry,  especially  on  Friday  nights  and 
on  holidays.  I  was  fifteen  years  old  when  my  life  changed.”  Cantor 
Schwartz,  who  now  inspires  us  at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue,  says  that 
when  he  prays,  and  especially  when  he  evokes  the  memory  of  the  victims 
of  the  Holocaust  in  the  El  Maleh  Rachamim  memorial  prayer,  he  sees  this 
letter  in  his  mind  as  well  as  “the  number  on  my  grandfather’s  arm,  and  I 
remember  all  the  murdered  composers  and  singers,  all  the  melodies  that 
were  destroyed.” 


Many  members  of  our  community  have  similar  direct  links  to  death  and 
concentration  camps,  to  ghettos,  deportations  and  hiding  places.  During  our 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue  observance  of  Yom  HaShoah,  the  official  day  of 
mourning  for  the  victims  of  the  Holocaust,  grandchildren  of  survivors  will 
once  again  merge  their  moving  family  histories  with  authentic  melodies 
of  the  Holocaust,  selected  and  performed  by  Cantor  Elana  Rozenfeld, 
to  open  a  window  for  us  into  the  past.  “Just  as  we  must  remember  the 
murdered  millions,”  Cantor  Rozenfeld  explains,  “we  have  an  obligation 
to  remember  and  preserve  the  music  that  not  only  provided  a  glimmer  of 
hope  to  the  victims  of  the  Holocaust  -  the  dead  as  well  as  the  survivors  -  in  their 
darkest  hours,  but  gave  them  a  sense  of  defiance  and  dignity,  an  ability  to  cling  to 
their  humanity.” 


We  urge  the  entire  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  community  to  participate  in  this  unique  Yom  HaShoah 
commemoration  when  we  will  continue  the  process  of  transmitting  the  survivors’  memories  into 
the  future  and,  in  so  doing,  forge  a  new  liturgy  of  remembrance.

Waldsee  1944 

This  exhibition  features  postcard-sized  works  created  by 
contemporary  artists  from  around  the  world  to  commemorate 
the  deportation  of  Hungarian  Jewry  in  summer  1944.  The 
Nazis  provided  the  deportees  with  postcards  pre-printed  with 
the  message  that  they  were  going  to  Waldsee,  a  fictitious 
destination  whose  name  implies  a  lakeside  Alpine  resort.  In 
fact,  they  were  being  sent  to  Auschwitz  and  certain  death.  The 
Jews  were  forced  to  address  the  postcards  to  family  and  friends, 
which  not  only  allayed  their  fears,  but  also  provided  the  Nazis 
with  the  locations  of  other  Jews  to  be  apprehended.  One  of  the 
original,  archival  Waldsee  postcards  is  presented  in  this  show, 
accompanied  by  contemporary  artistic  responses  that  address 
Holocaust  memory.

The  Art,  Psychology  and  Politics  of  the  Four 
Daughters  and  Four  Sons 

The  Haggadah’s  “Four  Children”  are 
supposed  to  teach  parents  and  teachers 
to  treat  each  child  as  a  unique  human 
being,  yet  the  Haggadah’s  illustrations 
often  perpetuate  cultural  stereotypes  that  stifle  individuality. 
We  will  explore  contemporary  artistic  renditions  of  the  Four 
Children  to  compare  political,  psychological  and  gender 
understandings  of  the  “good  Jew”  and  the  “wicked  son.” 
Noam  Sachs  Zion  was  born  to  American  parents  fighting  in  the 
Haganah  in  Jerusalem  in  1948.  The  son  of  a  Conservative 
rabbi,  he  grew  up  in  Minneapolis  and  studied  general 
philosophy  at  Columbia.  During  the  Yom  Kippur  War  he 
made  aliyah  to  Israel.

A  Life  of  Moral  Grandeur: 

Abraham  Joshua  Heschel 

The  prophetic  and  Hasidic  traditions  of 
Judaism  that  Abraham  Joshua  Heschel 
wrote  about  and  embodied  in  his  own 
life  are  a  source  of  inspiration  for  Jews 
of  both  religious  and  secular  backgrounds.  Dr.  Susannah 
Heschel  will  describe  the  major  elements  of  her  father’s 
thought,  as  well  as  his  impact  on  the  Civil  Rights  Movement, 
his  influence  on  Christian  theologians,  and  his  unique  approach 
to  Zionism. 

Susannah  Heschel  holds  the  Eli  Black  Professorship  in  Jewish 
Studies  at  Dartmouth  College.  Her  scholarship  focuses  on 
Jewish-Christian  relations  in  Germany  during  the  19th  and  20th 
centuries,  the  history  of  biblical  scholarship,  and  the  history 
of  anti-Semitism.  She  is  writing  a  book  on  the  history  of 
European  Jewish  scholarship  on  Islam  from  the  1830s  to  the 
1930s.  She  is  a  visiting  faculty  fellow  at  the  Center  for  the 
Humanities  at  Tufts  University.

Kashering  101 


KASHERING  IS  the  process  of  making  dishes  and  utensils  kosher.  The  process 
is  the  same  whether  one  is  making  year-round  equipment  kosher  for  Pesah 
or  making  a  newly  acquired  vintage  item  fit  for  use  in  a  kosher  kitchen  or 
restoring  the  kosher  status  of  an  item  involved  in  a  kitchen  mix-up,  like  a 
dairy  spoon  accidentally  used  to  stir  chicken  soup. 


THE  BASICS 

THE  FUNDAMENTAL  PRINCIPLE  in  kashering  is 
that  the  way  a  utensil  absorbs  food  is  the 
way  it  can  be  cleansed  of  that  food: 

*p  lybll  O,  ki  vol’o  kakh polto. 

It’s  clear  from  the  ancient  rabbis’ 
application  of  this  principle  that  they 
understood  enough  physics  and  chemistry 
to  recognize  the  role  of  heat  in  absorption. 

■  Dishes  and  utensils  used  only  with 
cold  food  do  not  absorb  any  food.  They 
may  be  kashered  by  rinsing  in  cold 
water.  With  regard  to  food,  the  rabbinic 
definition  of  “cold”  is  not  “chilled.” 
Rabbinic  “cold”  includes  warm,  up  to 
the  point  that  something  is  so  warm 
that  you  could  not  comfortably  keep 
your  bare  hand  in  it  for  two  minutes, 
approximately  120°  F. 

■  Pots  used  on  a  stovetop  absorb  food  by 
boiling.  They  can  be  kashered  by 


immersion  in  boiling  water,  a  process 
called  DbV3 D,  hag’alah.  If  a  food  prep 
surface  is  too  large  to  immerse,  like  a 
stove  top,  one  pours  boiling  water  over 
it,  a  process  called  H"by,  iruy. 

■  Utensils  used  in  an  oven  or  over  an 
open  fire  absorb  food  by  fire.  They  can 
be  kashered  by  exposure  to  high  heat  as 
in  a  self-cleaning  oven  or  by  application 
of  a  blowtorch.  Since  most  utensils 
would  be  destroyed  by  this  process, 
baking  pans  and  cookie  sheets  can  be 
kashered  in  theory,  but  not  in  practice. 
The  process  is  called  ')'□'>!?,  libbun. 

The  principle  of  ki  vol  'o  kakh  polto  applies 
only  to  glass  and  metal.  Earthenware 
dishes  and  and  other  items  made  of 
porous  materials  cannot  be  kashered  by 
any  process,  because  they  absorb  food  so 
completely. 


THE  ROLE  OF  POTTED  PLANTS 

IT  IS  A  COMMON  MISCONCEPTION  that 
cutlery  can  be  kashered  by  sticking  it 
into  a  flowerpot  and  leaving  it  there  for  a 
day.  Where  did  that  come  from?  Before 
a  utensil  is  kashered,  it  must  be  cleaned 
and  then  left  unused  for  24  hours.  In 
pre-modem  homes,  a  good  way  to  take  a 
utensil  out  of  circulation  was  to  stick  it 
into  the  ground  (or  the  dirt  floor)  near  the 
cooking  fire.  Once  kitchens  had  stoves 
and  finished  floors,  a  potted  plant  took 
the  place  of  the  dirt  floor.  Sticking  a  fork 
or  spoon  into  a  flowerpot  may  be  part 
of  the  preparation  for  kashering,  but  it 
doesn’t  make  the  item  kosher.  (There  is 
a  procedure  for  kashering  a  knife  -  only 
a  smooth-bladed  knife,  and  only  in  very 
limited  circumstances  -  that  involves 
plunging  the  blade  into  hard-packed  earth 
a  dozen  times,  but  not  leaving  it  stuck  in 
the  ground.  The  flowerpot  misconception 
may  also  be  a  distortion  of  this  procedure.) 
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Preparing  the  Home 


MANY  PEOPLE  begin  active  preparation  for  Pesah  the  moment  Purim 
is  over,  cleaning  the  house  room  by  room,  holding  back  from  buying 
hametz  foods,  and  using  up  what  is  in  the  pantry.  While  it  is  wonderful 
to  enter  Pesah  with  a  clean  home,  it  is  also  important  to  remember  that 
all  schmutz  is  not  hametz.  Better  to  miss  a  dustball  than  to  take  no  joy  in  the  approach 
of  the  holiday. 


SELLING  OF  HAMETZ 

Mekhirat  hametz 

recognizing  that  not  everyone  can  eat,  remove  or  destroy  all  leavened  products,  the 
rabbinic  sages  provided  a  legal  remedy.  Through  mekhirat  hametz ,  the  selling  of  hametz 
to  a  non-Jew,  we  arrange  technically  not  to  own  whatever  hametz  food  and  utensils  are 
stored  away  in  our  homes.  We  accomplish  this  by  authorizing  the  rabbi  to  act  as  our 
agent  to  sell  all  our  hametz  and  hametz  utensils  to  a  non-Jew.  Although  in  other  sales, 
the  seller  receives  money,  in  this  one,  the  seller  accompanies  the  sale  authorization  with 
a  donation,  called  ma  ’ot  hittin,  “money  for  wheat,”  which  the  rabbi  will  use  to  support 
Jews  who  cannot  afford  matzah  and  other  necessities  for  the  holiday. 

The  sale  of  hametz  is  a  valid  legal  transaction.  At  the  end  of  Pesah,  the  rabbi  will  arrange 
to  buy  back  the  items  on  behalf  of  the  owners,  since  hametz  is  once  again  permitted. 
Hametz  owned  by  a  Jew  for  which  ownership  is  not  transferred  before  Pesah  is 
forbidden  for  use  after  the  holiday;  it  is  called  hametz  sheh-avar  alav  ha-Pesah. 

Rabbi  Rein  will  be  negotiating  the  sale  of  hametz.  To  authorize  him  as  your 
agent,  you  can  come  in  person  to  sign  the  form  in  the  Rabbis’  office,  or  you  can  visit 
pasyn.org,  and  either  authorize  the  sale  electronically  or  print  out  a  copy  of  the  form.

SEARCHING  FOR  HAMETZ 
&  DESTROYING  IT 

B  'dikat  hametz  and  Bi  ’ur  hametz 
the  TRADITION  ensures  that  even  if  we’ve 
overlooked  a  corner,  the  house  will  be 
ready.  The  night  before  Pesah,  even 
though  the  house  has  been  cleaned  from 
top  to  bottom,  we  make  a  formal,  ritual 
search  for  hametz.  The  next  morning  we 
bum  any  remnants  we’ve  found.  Both  at 
the  search  and  at  the  disposal,  we  declare 
any  hametz  we’ve  missed  to  be  ownerless, 
that  is,  it’s  as  if  it  isn’t  there. 

The  procedure  for  the  search,  including 
the  declaration  that  nullifies  the  hametz,  is 
printed  in  many  haggadot.  Briefly:  before 
doing  the  search,  set  aside  the  hametz 
you  plan  to  eat  the  next  morning.  Then, 
to  make  certain  the  search  is  successful, 
place  a  few  pieces  of  bread  or  crackers 
where  they  are  sure  to  be  seen. 


Before  searching,  recite: 

Barukh  at  ah  Adonai 
eloheinu  melekh  ha-olam 
asher  kidshanu  b  ’ mitzvotav 
v  'tzivanu  al  bi  ’ur  hametz. 


,otnyn  ”  nriN 


Blessed  are  You,  Lord  our 
God,  Ruler  of  the  universe, 
who  has  commanded  us 
concerning  the  removal  of 
hametz. 


FAST  OF  THE  FIRSTBORN 

Ta  ’anit  bekhorot 

FIRSTBORNS  (whether  of  their  father  or 
their  mother)  are  obligated  to  fast  on  erev 
Pesah  to  commemorate  the  redemption  of 
Israel’s  firstborn  while  Egypt’s  firstborn 
perished;  however,  the  commandment 
to  celebrate  the  completion  of  a  unit 
of  Talmud  study  (siyyum)  outweighs 
the  commandment  to  fast.  In  order  not 
to  have  to  fast  on  the  day  before  the 
seder,  firstborn  sons  (and  increasingly, 
daughters)  attend  morning  minyan  and  a 
culminating  study  session  and  then  join 
in  the  celebratory  meal  afterwards.

A  SIYYUM  &  BREAKFAST 


Re-enacting  the  search  of  Mishnaic  times, 
search  by  the  light  of  a  candle  (or  small 
flashlight).  It  is  traditional  to  use  a  feather 
to  brush  the  hametz  into  a  large  wooden 
spoon,  but  you  can  use  any  brush  and 
container.  Some  people  save  the  lulav 
from  Sukkot  to  use  as  a  sweeper.  Look 
everywhere  that  food  may  have  been 
brought,  including  storage  areas. 

After  the  search  say,  “All  leaven  and  all 
hametz  that  is  in  my  possession  that  1  did 
not  see  and  did  not  destroy,  let  it  be  null 
and  ownerless  as  the  dust  of  the  earth.  ” 

The  following  morning,  take  the  hametz 
from  the  search,  plus  whatever  is  left 
from  breakfast,  and  burn  it.  Throw  it  into 
an  incinerator,  or  burn  it  in  a  charcoal 
grill.  After  the  hametz  is  in  the  fire,  say: 
“All  leaven  and  all  hametz  that  is  in 
my  possession  that  /  have  seen  or  not 
seen,  that  I  have  destroyed  or  have  not 
destroyed,  let  it  be  null  and  ownerless  as 
the  dust  of  the  earth.  ”

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Preparing  the  Kitchen 

This  section  is  based  on  material  prepared  by  the  Rabbinical  Assembly 

Committee  on  Jewish  Law  &  Standards  (CJLS),  which  is  available  on  their 
website,  www.rabbinicalassembly.org.  The  RA  Guide  has  been  revised  for 
2011  to  reflect  changes  in  food  production,  as  well  as  decisions  of  the  CJLS 
since  last  year.  If  you  have  saved  a  copy  of  the  Guide  with  your  Passover  lists  and 
recipes,  be  sure  to  replace  it  with  the  2011  version.  If  you  have  questions  regarding 
Pesah  practice,  contact  the  Rabbis’  office  at  212-369-2600,  xl20. 

FOOD 

The  Torah  states  that  one  may  not  eat  any  hametz  during  Pesah.  Since  many  prepared 
foods  may  contain  some  admixture  of  hametz,  special  care  is  necessary  when  shopping 
and  preparing  for  Pesah.  All  kosher  for  Pesah  items  must  have  a  label  indicating  the 
name  of  a  recognizable  living  supervising  Rabbi  or  kosher  supervision  agency. 

PROHIBITED  FOODS 

Foods  except  matzah  made  from  the  5  grains  which  the  Torah  forbids  on  Pesah. 

For  example:  bread,  cakes,  cookies,  cereal.  Paradoxically,  matzah  may  only  be  made 
from  the  5  grains: 

•  Wheat 
•  Oats 
•  Barley 
•  Rye 
•  Spelt 

All  foods  containing  derivatives  of  the  5  grains,  such  as: 

•  Coffees  containing  cereal  derivatives 
•  Grain  vinegar  -  used  in  pickles  and  mustard 

•  Foods  containing  ingredients  or  flavors  made  from  grain  alcohol  -  e.g.,  vanilla  extract 

KITNIYOT 

kitniyot,  literally  "little  things,"  are  beans  and  seeds  that  look  like  the  five  prohib¬ 
ited  grains  or  that  may  be  ground  into  flour  that  resembles  grain  flour,  including  len¬ 
tils,  chickpeas,  rice,  com,  buckwheat,  millet,  soybeans  and  sesame  seeds.  Ashkenazic 
authorities  do  not  allow  these  foods  on  Pesah.  Most  Ashkenazic  authorities  also  forbid, 
although  there  are  some  who  permit,  the  use  of  kitniyot  products  in  a  form  other  than 
their  natural  state,  for  example,  corn  sweeteners  and  com  oil,  but  not  popcorn;  lecithin, 
but  not  soybeans.  The  CJLS  has  ruled  unanimously  that  peanuts  and  peanut  oil  are 
permissible,  provided  they  have  proper  kosher  supervision  and  no  obvious  hametz,  but 
most  Ashkenazim  still  do  not  eat  them  on  Pesah.  Sephardic  authorities  permit  the  use  of 
all  kitniyot  and  kitniyot  products,  provided  they  are  carefully  examined  to  make  certain 
no  grain  seeds  are  mixed  in  with  them.  Israeli  Pesah  products  are  often  marked  Kosher 
lePesah  l  'okhlei  kitniyot,  “Kosher  for  Passover  for  those  who  eat  kitniyot.”  If  you  do 
not  intend  to  use  kitniyot,  you  must  be  especially  attentive  to  the  labels  when  purchas¬ 
ing  Israeli  products  for  Pesah.  If  you  want  to  be  sure  that  all  guests  will  be  comfortable 
in  your  home,  follow  the  more  restrictive  standard.  If  you  want  to  use  kitniyot  products, 
consult  our  rabbis.

•  Wine  and  other  alcoholic  beverages 
•  Any  processed  foods  bought  during  Pesah

NOTE  ABOUT  PERMITTED  FOODS:  During  the 
eight  days  of  Pesah  hametz  does  not  lose  its 
identity  in  a  mixture.  On  these  eight  days, 
even  the  minutest  amount  of  hametz  in  a  food 
makes  the  entire  food  hametz.  During  the  rest 
of  the  year,  however,  hametz  follows  the  normal 
rabbinic  rule  of  admixture  ( bate l  be-shishim); 
that  is,  it  loses  its  identity  in  a  mixture  of  one 
part  hametz  and  sixty  parts  non-hametz.  It  is 
this  distinction  that  allows  us  to  differentiate 
between  foods  purchased  before  Pesah  and 
foods  purchased  during  the  holiday. 

Suppose  that  a  5-lb.  bag  of  sugar  contains 
an  infinitesimal  amount  of  hametz.  Before 
Pesah,  the  hametz  is  nullified  according  to  the 
rule  of  batel  ba-shishim,  and  all  the  sugar  is 
considered  non-hametz.  One  can  buy  it  before 
Pesah  and  use  it  during  the  holiday.  During 
Pesah,  however,  the  tiny  quantity  of  hametz 
makes  all  the  sugar  in  the  bag  hametz;  one 
can 't  acquire  it  and  use  it  during  the  holiday. 

If  one  buys  a  package  of  sugar  during  the 
week  of  Pesah,  it  must  have  Kosher  lePesah 
certification. 

NON  FOODS 

medicine:  Hametz  binders  are  used  in 
many  pills.  If  there  is  a  choice,  capsules, 
because  they  do  not  need  binders,  are  pref¬ 
erable  to  pills.  If  a  medicine  is  required  for 
life  sustaining  therapy,  it  may  be  used  on 
Pesah.  If  it  is  not  for  life  sustaining  thera¬ 
py,  authorities  differ  in  their  approaches. 
Please  consult  with  one  of  our  rabbis. 

TOILETRIES  &  COSMETICS:  It  is  not  necessary 
to  dispose  of  or  sell  non-food  items  such 
as  shampoo  or  cologne,  and  they  may 
be  used  on  Pesah.  One  should  use  a  new 
toothbrush  and  tube  of  toothpaste. 

DETERGENTS  &  cleansers:  Any  detergent  or 
soap  which  has  valid  kosher  supervision 
for  year-round  use  does  not  need  a  kosher 
lePesah  label. 


KITCHEN 

IT  is  customary  (and  if  one  has  the  space, 
easiest)  to  remove  the  utensils  and 
dishes  that  are  used  during  the  year,  and 
to  replace  them  with  utensils  used  only 
for  Pesah.  For  most  people,  this  is  not 
possible  for  major  appliances  and  may  not 
be  possible  for  dishes  and  utensils.  There 
are  therefore  ways  to  kasher  many,  but  not 
all,  kitchen  items  to  make  them  usable  on 
Pesah. 

Decide  in  advance  which  year-round 
equipment  you  want  to  use  on  Pesah.  The 
process  of  switching  an  item  over  to  Pesah 
use  requires  a  24-hour  period  between 
using  it  for  hametz  and  making  it  ready  for 
Pesah.  It  may  not  be  possible  to  change 
something  over  at  the  last  moment  (unless 
it  happens  not  to  have  been  used  for  the 
past  24  hours). 

STORING  HAMETZ  WHICH  HAS  BEEN  SOLD 

Separate  hametz  food  and  non-Pesah 
dishes  and  utensils  from  Pesah  food  and 
utensils  and  put  them  away  in  a  box  or  a 
closed  cabinet.  A  dishwasher  that  is  not 
kashered  for  Pesah  makes  a  good  storage 
place!  Tape  hametz  drawers  and  cabinets 
closed  to  prevent  opening  them  out  of 
habit. 


POTS,  PANS,  DISHES  &  UTENSILS 

The  method  for  kashering  kitchen  utensils 
depends  on  how  they  are  used.  For  an  ex¬ 
planation,  see  “Kashering  101”  on  page  2. 

METAL 

The  following  procedures  apply  only 
to  cutlery  and  utensils  made  entirely  of 
uncoated  metal.  Baking  utensils  cannot  be 
kashered. 

Thoroughly  clean  the  items,  then  leave 
them  unused  for  a  full  24  hours.  Pay  extra 
attention  to  pot  handles.  If  a  handle  can 
be  removed,  do  so  for  a  more  thorough 
cleaning. 


After  the  24-hour  waiting  period, 
immerse  the  items  in  water  at  a  rolling 
boil  in  a  Passover  pot.  Each  item  must  be 
completely  exposed  to  the  boiling  water. 
Immerse  pots  and  pans  in  a  larger  pot 
(may  be  done  one  section  at  a  time)  or  boil 
water  in  them  and  then  drop  something 
in  to  make  the  boiling  water  overflow 
and  cover  the  rim  and  sides  of  the  pot.  In 
former  times,  one  used  a  heated  stone;  the 
lid  to  a  smaller  pot  also  works.  Immerse 
cutlery,  kiddush  cups  and  other  small 
items  individually,  so  that  every  part  of 
each  piece  is  exposed  to  the  boiling  water. 
Finally,  rinse  each  item  in  cold  water. 

GLASSWARE 

Drinking  glasses  and  glass  dishes  used 
only  for  cold  foods  may  be  kashered  by 
a  simple  rinsing.  Some  people  follow  the 
custom  of  soaking  them  in  water  for  3 
days,  changing  the  water  every  day. 

Glass  cookware  and  dishes  used  for 
preparing  and  eating  hot  food  are  treated 
like  metal  utensils.  Clean  them,  leave  them 
unused  for  24  hours,  then  immerse  them  in 
boiling  water. 

PYREX 

If  it  has  not  been  used  in  the  oven,  treat  it 
like  glassware.  If  it  has  been  used  in  the 
oven,  then  (like  a  metal  baking  pan)  it  can¬ 
not  be  kashered. 

EARTHENWARE 

China  and  pottery  cannot  be  kashered, 
except  fine  china  that  has  not  been  used 
for  a  full  year  may  be  made  kosher  lePesah 
by  cleaning  it  thoroughly  in  hot  water.  The 
dishes  then  become  like  new,  and  may  be 
designated  for  either  meat  or  dairy. 
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PLASTIC 

Most  plastic  items  may  not  be  kashered; 
however,  heavy-duty  items  that  do  not 
stain  permanently  may  be  kashered  by 
boiling  water,  provided  they  can  withstand 
the  heat. 

OVEN 

Put  self-cleaning  ovens  through  the  self¬ 
cleaning  cycle.  Wipe  out  ash  residue  with 
a  Passover  sponge.  In  other  ovens,  scrub 
the  walls,  top,  and  bottom,  and  scour  the 
racks.  Then  heat  the  oven  at  maximum 
heat  for  an  hour.  Kasher  a  convection 
oven  the  same  way;  make  sure  to  clean 
thoroughly  around  the  fan. 

STOVETOPS 

If  the  stove  top  lifts,  open  it  and  clean 
underneath. 

Clean  the  grates  and  drip  pans.  If  the  drip 
pans  do  not  come  clean,  buy  a  separate  set 
for  Pesah  or  cover  them  with  foil. 

Turn  the  burners  to  full  heat  (only  two 
at  a  time,  to  avoid  overheating  the  area). 
Electric  elements  should  be  heated  until 
they  turn  red  and  glow;  gas  burners,  for 
long  enough  to  bum  away  any  residue  on 
the  grates. 

Smooth  top  electric  ranges  present  a 
challenge.  Clean  the  top  thoroughly; 
turn  the  burners  to  maximum  so  that  the 
stovetop  becomes  as  hot  as  possible;  then 
carefully  pour  boiling  water  on  the  surface 
area  around  the  burners. 


MICROWAVE  OVENS 

A  microwave  oven  that  has  a  browning 
element  cannot  be  kashered.  Other 
microwave  ovens  should  be  thoroughly 
cleaned.  Then  put  2  cups  of  water  in  a 

kosher  lePesah  container  and  microwave 
on  high  until  half  the  water  has  boiled 
away.  Caution:  boiling  away  all  the  water 
and  running  the  microwave  empty  will 
damage  the  oven. 

DISHWASHER 

If  the  dishwasher  is  stainless-steel-lined, 
clean  it  thoroughly,  then  ran  it  empty  for  a 
full  cycle  with  detergent.  This  completes 
the  cleaning.  Leave  the  dishwasher  unused 
for  24  hours.  Then  run  it  again,  empty, 
without  detergent,  to  kasher  it.  After  this 
process,  the  dishwasher  and  the  racks  are 
like  new.  For  enamel-coated  dishwashers 
and  racks,  consult  one  of  the  rabbis. 

ELECTRICAL  APPLIANCES 

If  parts  that  come  into  contact  with  food 
are  not  removable,  the  appliance  cannot 
be  kashered.  Kasher  removable  parts  in 
the  same  way  as  non-electric  utensils. 
Thoroughly  clean  all  exposed  parts. 

REFRIGERATOR  AND  FREEZER 

Clean  the  refrigerator  according  to  the 
manufacturer’s  instructions.  Defrost  (if 
necessary)  and  clean  the  freezer.  Racks 
should  not  be  covered. 


KITCHEN  SINK 

Thoroughly  clean  the  sink  with  special 
attention  to  the  drain.  Put  a  new  rack  or 
liner  in  the  bottom  and  use  a  Passover 
dishpan. 

To  kasher  a  metal  sink  so  that  you  do  not 
need  a  dishpan,  clean  it,  leave  it  unused 
for  24  hours,  then  pour  boiling  water  over 
all  surfaces  of  the  sink,  including  the  lip. 

COUNTERS 

The  general  rule  is  to  clean  them 
thoroughly,  and  then  cover  them  with  Con¬ 
tact®,  foil,  or  plastic  sheets  (which  can  be 
saved  year-to-year).  Some  types  of  counter 
may  be  kashered  without  covering  them 
as  long  as  they  are  not  stained,  scratched, 
cracked,  or  chipped;  however,  the  process 
requires  leaving  them  unused  for  24  hours. 
For  instructions  and  to  see  whether  or  not 
your  counter  is  eligible,  see  the  RA  Pesah 
Guide  at  www.rabbinicalassembly.org. 

TABLES 

Follow  the  same  procedure  as  for 
counters.  If  the  surface  is  not  used  for 
food  prep,  paper  or  cloth  may  be  used 
for  covers.  The  cloth  must  not  have  been 
exposed  to  hametz,  e.g.  starch. 

SHELVES  AND  CABINETS 

Wipe  them  well.  If  you  use  shelf  paper, 
replace  it.  If  not,  wiped  shelves  do  not 
have  to  be  covered.

He  is  currently  writing  a  book  that  probes  new 
possibilities  for  the  meaning  of  Zionism.

Same  Order,  Different  Seder 


Matthew  Check,  Director  of  Young  Family  Education 

I  WILL  ALWAYS  THINK  OF  APRIL  as  the  month  of  the  seder.  In  Hebrew,  seder  means  "order,"  referring 
to  the  program  for  the  holiday  meal.  It  includes  blessings  for  various  kinds  of  food,  storytelling  about  our 
Israelite  ancestors  in  ancient  Egypt,  and  lots  of  singing.  The  seder  has  intrigued  me  in  a  variety  of  ways 
over  the  course  of  my  life.  I  went  to  high  school  at  a  Friends'  school  and  remember  discussing  the  concept  of 
community  values  at  the  havurah  seder  which  I  helped  plan.  In  college  -  while  majoring  in  English  literature  -  I 
was  interested  in  how  the  text  of  the  Torah  exhibited  Moses'  inner  psychology  as  a  leader.  After  college,  I  lived 
in  Israel.  There  the  seder  struck  me  as  an  amazing  expression  of  a  modern  and  secular  Jewish  state,  yet  made  up  of  elements  of  our 
ancient  traditions.  This  year  the  focal  point  of  the  seder  for  me  will  undoubtedly  be  song  and  dance.  If  you've  been  to  a  Young  Family 
Shabbat  morning  service  or  Friday  night  dinner  or  Havdalah,  then  you  know  how  music  is  an  integral  part  of  the  YFE  experience. 
Nothing  has  given  me  more  joy  and  pleasure  in  the  past  year  than  seeing  the  youngest  members  of  our  community  enjoy  Jewish 
experiences  through  music. 

I  wish  you  all  a  hag  kasher  v’sameah.  I  hope  to  see  you  and  your  families  at  our  events,  wearing  your  flashiest  na'alei  rikud 
(dancing  shoes)  and  ready  to  sing. 


Shabbat  Morning 

PAS  offers  three  different  Shabbat  morning  programs  for  families  with  young  children:  Tot  Shabbat,  Shorashim,  and 
Nitzanim.  All  three  programs  meet  twice  a  month.  Each  session  begins  with  Shabbat  songs  and  continues  with  a  short 
service  that  includes  singing  and  dancing.

O  enough  Haggadot  to  go  around. 

O  Rehearse  the  "Four  Questions"  with  the  youngest  member 
of  the  household. 

O  Prepare  an  appropriate  gift  -  maybe  a  book  -  as  a  ransom 
for  the  afikoman. 


O  Use  flowers  or  plants  to  emphasize  spring.  Another  name 
for  Passover  is  Hag  ha-aviv,  the  spring  holiday. 

O  Encourage  everyone  to  "dress"  for  the  seder.  Elave 
enough  kippot  for  guests. 

O  Make  telling  the  story  the  main  part  of  the  seder  and  the 

meal  secondary. 

O  Give  everyone  at  the  table  a  turn  to  read  or  to  lead  a  part 
of  the  seder.  Children  can  act  out  part  of  the  story  and  open 
the  door  for  Elijah. 

O  To  stave  off  hunger,  expand  Karpas  -  dipping  the  green 
vegetable  -  to  a  light  course  of  crudites,  but  make  sure 
everyone  still  has  an  appetite  for  the  first  bite  of  matzah.
